The Office Action dated January 1 7, 2007, has been received and carefully noted. The 
following remarks are submitted as a full and complete response thereto. 

The Office Action of January 17, 2007, presented a restriction requirement, requiring 
election between one of the following two inventions: 

Invention I, recited in claims 1-25, drawn to an operation that enables a data 
transmission method in a communication system, the system comprising at least one base 
station and at least one subscriber station, wherein the at least one subscriber station allocates 
capacity for connections (455/450 (a mobile station is assigned a communication resource for 
communication)); and 




Invention II, recited in claims 26-55, drawn to an operation that enables a data 
transmission (455/452.2, (dynamic channel allocation is dependent on a parameter related to 
desired quality of service)). 

Applicants respectfully elect to prosecute the subject matter of Invention I, recited in 
claims 1-25, drawn to an operation that enables a data transmission method in a 
communication system, the system comprising at least one base station and at least one 
subscriber station, wherein the at least one subscriber station allocates capacity for 
connections (455/450 (a mobile station is assigned a communication resource for 
communication)). Applicant therefore respectfully requests timely consideration on the 
merits.
